The weather is often deceiving especially in Arkansas 


and adjacent territories. What seems to be a predominant- 
ly dry year may be an unusually wet year and vice'versa. 
For example, 1939 has the reputation of being a dry year, 
and it certainly was during September and October, but 
as a whole, it is the second wettest year during the past ten, 
totaling 55.70 inches as compared with the 60-year av-
